FIRE AT SPOKANE. 

Dating.* Estimated af $120.000—Two 
Women Had Narrow Escapes. 


It was with some surprise that a Timet 
representative learned from Mewrr. 
Fearn and O' Brian, of the Washington 
press correspondents, who were her* on 
Friday night, that Victoria was the heal 
advertised city In western America. Both 
gentlemen said that they had heard a 
gerat deal of the place in recent times. 
Articles describing it had appeared in 
many of the large dailies, and people 
who had visited it never wearied of the 
employment *of superlatives, in expati¬ 
ating upon its charms. Both these 
scribes, who. by the way, are at the top 
notch of their profession at the United 
8tatea national capital, were kind 
enough to say that what they had heard 
and read of Victoria was entirely justi¬ 
fied. Of course some people will take the 
stand that common tourteay would impel 
the visitors to hand oat a few fragrant 
bouquet# to the place while they were its 
guest#, hut that is s m istaken i mpree- 
•ion. If Messrs. O'Brien and Fearn did 
n^t like the city, they would say so. and 
In unequivocal terms. 

As a matter of fact Victoria ha* be¬ 
come somewhat of a model in municipal 
advertising. Of late many a journal ha« 
drawn the attention of its readers to the 
reputation the city baa won in this re¬ 
spect. It is a question If more than half 
a dosen cities on the continent bass con¬ 
ducted such a thoroughly organised cam¬ 
paign of advertising, and the results are 
becoming mor» strikingly patent every 
day. Take this year for instance. The 
secretary of the local tourist association, 
by simple computation, estimates that the 
amount of money that wilt spin around 
Victoria in consequence of the tourist 
traffic will total between eight hundred 
thousand and a million dollars. He ar¬ 
rived at this aggregate on a basis of 50 
per cent, less than the figtrre on which 
the experts of Southern California estab¬ 
lish their estimates. 

The travel to Victoria already has 
doubled that of last year, and he It re¬ 
membered that thin city's Chief glory is its 
latter summer and fall. The travsl 
from both Vancouver and the Sound hat 
warmed Ble hearts of the transporta¬ 
tion people, who see In the increase over 
former years the promise of • still larger 
amount next year. All the hoteta are 
feeling the effect of this westerly tourist 
pilgrimage. Hotel proprietor*, as a rule, 
while loose-tongued enough when dlscura- 
ing upon the advantage* of their particu¬ 
lar havens of refuge, are singularly re¬ 
ticent whm asked if they are "doing 
much." Fortunately the register can 
apeak for them, and the prewar condi¬ 
tion of the counter book ia evidence that 
their quarrel with fortune ia not very 
bitter. It la a big circumstance, this 
hotel question. Victoria has probably 
more hotel accommodation than any city 
of itwaise inpanada. It has about three 
time* as much as Vancouver, and can 
handle all the crowds the transportation 
company can turn loose upon it. The 
more the people that live at the hotels 
and boarding houses, the larger will be 
the meat, grocery ami other commodity 
bills. One hotel in this city, it ie said, 
has a monthly meat account that aoara 
somewhere in the neighborhood of seven 
hundred dollars, 

A few years ago excursion parties 
came to Victoria at remote intervals. 
They got as far as Vancouver ami Se¬ 
attle and were then snatched up by the 
steamboat companies ami whirled past 
this Eden of* the Pacific to Alaaka or 
down the Coast. Now all U changed. 
Touring forces of all kinds mutt and will 
see Victoria. The Raymond-Whitcomb 
syndicate would sooner cut nut any other 
cf their beat features than leave Victoria 
from their itineraries. In short the peo¬ 
ple who used to advise their friends to 
go abroad and see dirty, ’ old, but pic¬ 
turesque. Naples and shuffle off, now 
urge them to "see Victoria" instead. 
Although the season is comparatively 
young, Victoria Hat entertained quite a 
Lumber of important parties. Most 
prominent among these were the Ameri¬ 
can Institute of Mining Engineers and 
the Washington i'raea I'um wp oi wi e si la. 
Among the former were men of financial 
and intellectual weight who are bound to 
•say a good word for this city when they 
return to their eastern homes. It la not 
generally known lhat there were a trio 
of amalgamated, copper represents fives 
among them.

“I deeply sympathise with the people 
of White Hors- for their late disastrous 
Are. bnt ardently admire that plnck. in¬ 
dustry and enterprise with which they 
are rebuilding tbe devastated district, 
and I wish the people of White, Horse to 
rest assured that, during my admin¬ 
istration as commissioner, any assist¬ 
ance the government of 'Yukon can 
render to advance the interests of 
White Horse will lu* cheerfully and free¬ 
ly given. I expect to return here soon 
and mix with yon and fully acquaint 
myself with th* conditions and require¬ 
ments of this portion of the territory.,

that yon rwne to me ns man to man.
